It holds undisputed pow 


facts seem to indicate that the air of 
the south Atlantic coast is ripe for the 


receptio: of the dread fever of the 

tropics, and that nothing but the cooler 

weather which has been ushered in by 

the equinoctial storm will save the , 
coast towns south ot Virginia from the 

scourge, 

The people of Charleston insist how,- 
ever that this view of the’ case ‘is not 
correct. They claim to be able to trace 
the disease in their city to a Spanish 

bark which touched at St. Thomas, an 
infected port of.the West Indies, or to 
men who surreptitionsly traded with 
vessels detained at quarrantine. Says 
the Journal of Commerce: “All the 
cases that have occurred thus far can 
be traced to their origin, and have eith- 
er been brought here or been taken by 
parties coming in contact with thore 
bringing the fever here. Under these 
circumstances the board have not 
agreed that 1t would be advisable to 
make further publicity of the matter, 
but promise that when the inhabitants 
of the city are in danger they will be 
notified that the fever has become epi- 
demic.” The city authorities are act- 
ing energetically and with that intelli- 
gence which comes from experisnce, to 
confine and crush out the disease. We 
cah only hope that their efforts will be 
successful. 

It isa very singular disease. The 
Journal of Commerce mentions its ap- 
pearance at New Orleans in 1873. It 
became epidemic in a few squares, and 
did not spread beyond those squares; 
but when it was carried to Memphis and 
Shreveport, its work was appallivg. . In 
1874 the fever was brought into Charles- 
ton, and. well-known local causes de- 
veloped the germ into a limited epi- 
demic. The whole number of deaths 
was forty, the first occurring on the 
16th of September and the last on the 
5th of December. Although the type 
of the disease was very malignant, 
yet there were not cver one hundred 
cases all told, These and similar facts 
show that the scourge is as erratic as it 
is dreadful. But much surely depends 
upon the hygienic condition of the 
towns to which germs of the disease 
have been or may be carried. If the 
air of the lower coast is poisoned, there 
is little chance for hope at present; if 
however, the fever must depend for 
material upon local causes, we may 
reasonably hope that the worst is over. 
A watchful and a just Providence alone 
knows. 

We shvuld not discontinue our ef- 
forts to help the sick and suffering in 
the stricken cities. isvery town in 
the state should do something. 
Let no town think that a small 
sum would not be gratefully received 
because a few northern cities have sent 
large sums. About $25,000 have thus 
far been received. This isa large amount, 
but when we remember that fifteen 
thousand people in Savannah alone 
are dependent upon charity and 
that that city contains two 
thousand who are stretched on 
beds of sickness, the amount received 
dwindles into insignificance. Thecon- 
tributions from northern cities may 
cease at any time, and the association 
of noble workers at Savannah be left 
entirely powerless to provide for the 
distress and misery and suffering that 
surrounds them. Tais must not be. 
Let every town in Georgia do something 
to alleviate the distress that the scourge 
has brought upon our own people. Let 
us out of the abundance that a merci- 
ful God has blessed us with this year, 
apply some of it to the help of our own 
kindred who cannot help themselves 
Instant help may be needed, and we 
shou.d be prepared for any call from’ 
Captain Wheaton and his band oi 
blessed workers, who are doing all that 
men can do to help the hungry, sick 
and dying.
